The press association said that 
the Allies were fighting in com­ 
plete order w ith no chaos or con­ 
fusion. 
The w ithdraw al was de­ 
scribed as being conducted with 
skill and courage. 
Capture N arvik 
The Allies have captured the 
Norwegian iron ore port of N ar­ 
vik from Germany troops, seven 
weeks after its occupation in the 
German far northern blitzkrieg, 
the adm iralty and w ar office said 
today, 
and authoritative British 
sources said that the British Ex ­ 
peditionary Force, trapped in B el­ 
gium and Northern France, still 
was intact. 
The adm iralty and w ar office, 
in addition to claim ing the capture 
of N arvik from stubborn German 
forces which had been reinforced 
by parachutists and supported by 
the air force, said that Fagernes 
and Forsneset, Norway, also had 
fallen to the Allies. 
Fagernes is on the shores of 
N arvik harbor and Forsneset is 
on the iron ore railroad running 
eastward from N arvik to Sweden. 
Force S till In tact 
Authoritative inform ation that 
the B .E .F . was 
intact 
relieved 
anxiety which had increased yes­ 
terday when its vulnerability to 
attack followed the capitulation 
of Belgium forces under orders 
from King Leopold. 
“ It is impossible to say just 
where the B E F is,” it was said.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES 
AT THE BATTLEFRONT, May 
29.—(INS)—Th e stench of death 
h overed over th e battlefield as 
we came for th e first time to th e 
front of th is “greatest battle in 
h istory ” today . 
But th e sp irit of invincible life 
in th e French army made even th is 
blood - stained corner of France 
more reassuring th an th e safest 
abri (sh elter) in Paris wh ich we 
h ad quit th e day before. 
Th e “battle to settle h istory for 
a th ousand y ears” h ad been rag­ 
ing nearly th ree weeks and h ad 
started before I left New York by 
clip p er a fortnigh t ago (h ere 31 
words censored). 
No Longer “Ph ony ” 
Eigh t month s ago wh ep I last 
visited th e French front, th e Mag­ 
inot line at th at time all was so 
quiet th at soqje Americans talked 
about a “p h ony war.” 
No one could be found to rep eat 
th at p h rase now, wh en th ousands 
are being p ulverized daily in a 
conflict wh ich in many way s ex­ 
ceeds Verdun in violence. 
We ap p roach ed th is sector of th at 
vast battlefield wh ich stretch es 
now from th e Meuse to th e North 
Sea by way of fields p lough ed with 
sh ells and erup ted by innumerable 
bombs. 
Far overh ead 
dr i l l e d 
squadrons of bombing p lanes and 
th e sh arp tenor crack of French 
artillery mingled with th e baritone 
detonation of German sh ells and 
th e deep bass boom of bombs. 
Bombs Imp ersonal 
Imp ersonal exp losives sp are no 
living creature. Th ere in a field to 
th e left lay a black and wh ite 
cow next to a bomb crater, h er 
legs in th e air. On th e righ t a 
bay h orse lay grotesquely wrap p ed 
around a sap ling. 
We p assed th rough a village 
wh ich th ough miles beh ind th e 
front lay in blackened ruins, ut­ 
terly razed by German bombs and 
gunfire. Now we came up on evi­ 
dence of wh at ey e-witnesses h ad 
p reviously described as an incred­ 
ible concentration of German air 
attack. Here in th e course of 200 
y ards I counted 111 bomb craters. 
Ngt a living creature so large as 
a mouse could 
h ave 
survived 
with in th at area. Even th e weeds 
were mowed closer th an a lawn- 
mower could h ave done it. 
Run For Safety 
Bey ond th is lay th e front. 
It 
was clearly marked from afar by 
a German 
observation 
balloon 
floating h igh above th e trench es. 
A big German bomber sp rawled 
broken just beh ind a French p o­ 
sition. 
Anoth er 
squadron 
of 
Nazi 
bombers came ominously in our 
direction and from a French sen­ 
try ’s wh istle came th ree sh arp 
blasts, equivalent h ere 
to

marrow-ch illing sirens of th e air 
raid alarm in Paris. 
We dived into a cellar dugout 
and th ere we h eard about th e 
battle. 
“We can afford to admit now 
th at th e Boch e took us by sur­ 
p rise at first and th at h is meth ­ 
ods were so new to us th ey were 
effective at first,” said a blue­ 
ey ed, h ard-bitten and unsh aven

The order came in Britain the other day which 
* every citizen knew- would surely come. 
Every 
person of every class, rich or poor, employ er or 
- worker, man or woman, was ordered to stand by 
.for war-time orders. 
Every resource and all 
public and private property were placed at the 
full sendee and direction of the government. 
Absolute powers to draft labor for any phase 
of the national defense were handed the minister 
of labor. 
And control over industry and com­ 
merce, with power to dictate production, close 
down factories or even destroy property if nec­ 
essary was voted by Parliam ent and approved 
by King George. 
, 
With sons, brothers and husbands already on 
£ the firing line, British subjects at home are will­ 
ing to sacrifice every private resource for the 
preservation of the nation—just as every Ameri­ 
can would accept the dictatorship of wartime con­ 
scription to save America from an immediate 
foe, even though it left Democracy hanging, for 
* a time, by a very thin thread. 
It is a picture 
which must shock Americans and arouse their 
. deepest sy mpathy . And it should inspire thought­ 
ful concern, as well.

In politics there is a say ing: “Granting power is 
* easy ; abolishing it, almost impossible." 
In the 
’ governmental confusion following every m ajor 
i war, power-mad forces Invariably fight against 
relinquishment of powers granted in an earlier 
; emergency . 
i Only the war’s end w’ill determine whether 
Britain’s democratic processes will stand or fall; 
; only time will tell the final pattern of the dia- 
- gram being drawn there today . 
But thoughtful 
study of that diagram by rank and file citizens 
* here may help America steer her course clear of 
. the maelstrom now engulfing the war-strangled 
v democracies across the water.

PREP ABE FOR DEFENSE, BUT KEEP 
c o o l , p l e a s e : 
(Detroit New» ) 
We find we are not alone in detecting in Wash­ 
ington outgivings on the defense problem, hectic 
overtones of excitement not seemingly warranted 
by the circumstances. 
We hope this is not a sy mptom of war fever or, 
'•if it is, that the virus will not prove communicable. 
As we see it, this is eminently a time for calm 
-and coolness, not the reverse, particularly on the 
-part of the nation’s leaders. We are aware there 
is a war in Europe, in which the Allies, much to 
our distress, now look to be in perilous state. And 
we are far from ignoring that this war has dis­ 
closed deficiencies in American defense, which, on 
the testimony of expert opinion, require prompt 
and costly remedies. 
But, if the idea is defense and the purpose to 
avoid war, we think the remedies can be expedited 
and, in fact, best expedited without excitement. 
Swift efficiency is one thing, but an air in Wash­ 
ington of taut expectancy of an invasion that in 
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^YTET, DRY, DAMP 
- 1 Life in the United States, as long as we continue 
» . to have 48 state governments, seems sure to have 
variety . 
After all, it’s nice to live in a country 
’ where every’ state and region has not been reduc­ 
ed to a single dead level, 
j;. Take repeal of prohibition. 
As a national ex- 
périment, prohibition was discarded. 
But the 
problem of liquor was not solved. 
It remained 
*'for 48 states to resume experimenting on this 
perennial problem. 
Now, six y ears after repeal, three states are 
dry , and local option areas in 35 other states 
take in one-sixth of the country ’s people. 
The 
Council of State Governments, survey ing the 
liquor situation, finds that 17 states have tried 
out the state monopoly sy stem, while 28 returned 
the liquor business to private hands under a li­ 
cense sy stem. 
A vast deal of experience in dealing with the 
liquor problem is being piled up in these 48 lab­ 
oratories. 
And th at was one of the hopes of 
the founders—th at each state would be able to 
draw on the experience of the others in seeking 
better answers to political and social questions. 
— 
THE PEOPLE DECIDE 
Upon first appraisal the amazing public re­ 
sponse to the President’s call for gigantic and 
immediate strengthening of the national air force 
may » eem almost hy sterical. 
There have been 
scattered charges made that the nation is being 
Stampeded into panic by reports from Europe’s 
arena of carnage, of new lightening-speed bomb- 
-ers, parachute fighters and fantastic “my stery 
weapons." 
Actually , however, the public’s determination 
that our air defenses be made impregnable was 
not bom of sudden fear engendered by the ruth­ 
less invasion of the low countries. 
Five y ears 
ago a Gallup poll revealed that 8 4 per cent of 
the people interviewed favored the strengthening 
of our air forces. 
Three y ears later, after the 
historic Munich debacle, the defense vote in­ 
creased to 9 0 per cent. 
In America the people, aided by an accurate 
press and traditional freedom in exchange of 
ideas, have been able to evaluate the trend of 
world events and decide how best to cope with 
them. 
National leaders have finally acted. 
But 
the people long since had made up their minds. 


R OOSE V E LTS MOR A L NA TIONA L 
DE F E NSE 
In Sunday night’s radio address, Roosevelt dis­ 
cussed our national defense. In a previous issue, 
w’e discussed the inefficiency of the national de­ 
fense. 
Today , we want to discuss the debacle of 
our moral and spiritual defense. 
Roosevelt contends there are groups that are 
setting class against class. 
If there was ever a 
man wrho has been guilty of that and has been 
successful, it is Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
He 
has destroy ed the very foundations on which this 
government 
was started. 
It was started on 
equality of rights to try and create; that each 
man wTas worthy of his hire. 
But Roosevelt has 
twisted and distorted that original meaning to 
mean equality of living standards, equality of in­ 
come, equality of m aterial things for others but 
not for himself. 
Roosevelt has destroy ed the 
eternal principle of equal rights of every citizen 
to create and enjoy . 
He has set class against 
class. 
He contends that there are people in this 
country who are disrupting the entire pattern 
of a people . 
. 
. Certainly there are. 
And 
Roosevelt has done it by corrupting, by bribing 
12,000,000 of the citizens. 
So, instead of having 
government by freedom of choice, we have a gov­ 
ernm ent by bribery and corruption. 
This was 
entirely foreign to the objectives of the American 
people. 
And this kind of special privilege is 
the weakest part of our national life. 
When our 
leaders set up class against class by taking from 
one and giving to another at their arbitrary will, 
guided mainly by expediency to preserve them ­ 
selves in power, then we so stifle initiative and 
take production out of the hands of the efficient 
and we become so weak that we are easy prey to 
another nation 
that more nearly follows the 
eternal principle, the eternal law, that each man 
should live by the sweat of his face. 
Roosevelt say s that labor will be represented in 
Washington. 
A part of labor has been represented in Wash­ 
ington since Roosevelt has been in control, but 
those who did not feel inclined to contribute to a 
collectivist labor group have been disbarred from 
Washington. 
Certainly H arry Bridges, “Ma” Perkins, John 
Lewis, Bioff and Scalise will be represented in 
government, but the honest w orker who is will­ 
ing to put more into the world than he takes out, 
will not be represented in Washington, nor has 
he been represented during the last seven y ears. 
Roosevelt complains about criticism. 
He say s 
“the aim of those who deliberately egg on these 
groups is to create confusion of counsel, public 
indecision, political paraly sis and eventually a 
state of panic.” 
When, however, those people who will answer 
questions and will perm it counsel, as Roosevelt 
never will, can see the unnecessary misery , suf­ 
fering and poverty th at is bound to result from 
the Roosevelt bottle-neck policy, it becomes their 
duty to point out to their fellowman w hat is bound 
to happen if we continue to follow Roosevelt’s 
whims. 
The weakest part of our national defense is 
moral; and when leaders like Roosevelt use words 
contrary to their accepted meaning, we can have 
nothing but confusion. For instance, how can we 
have free enterprise w’hen Roosevelt say s the 
man who produces efficiently m ust not receive 
his full rew ard? 
How can we have free enter­ 
prise when he say s we must have minimum wages 
and laws that prevent a man from working as 
long as he wants to? 
Roosevelt m ust believe as all collective bar­ 
gaining advocates seem to that there is a limited 
amount of work to be done and th at one m an’s 
working and producing deprives another man of 
the right to work and produce. 
Of course, if 
there were a limited amount of work to be done, 
then limiting hours and limiting output would be 
necessary . 
But when there 
is 
an 
unlimited 
amount of W’ants and thus an unlimited am ount 
of work to be done, any law th at prevents a man 
from working and producing or freely exchanging 
the products of his labor harm s every human 
consumer, not only in the United States but in 
the world. 
And it is immoral, unethical, unjust, 
uneconomic to pass laws that interfere with the 
inalienable rights of man to work and create.

However, after he had been 
in Washington for 
twenty -four 
hours Landon added that neither 
he nor the people of the Midwest 
realized how 
woefully

pared the U. S. Army was . 
Basis for that unpreparedness 
goes back primarily to the fact 
that the United States, a peace­ 
ful nation, has 
not wanted 
a 
large 
standing 
army 
and has 
not voted the funds for it. 
But in addition to 
that, 
it 
remains an unpleasant but in­ 
escapable fact that the Army has 
made pitfully poor use of what 
funds were voted, and that up 
until recent months it has been 
bogged down with inertia, 
its 
ey es closed to modern war m eth­ 
ods just as complacently as those 
of the aristocratic 
officers 
of 
England. 
Whenever a U. S. Army of­ 
ficer has opened his eyes, he has 
been promptly knocked over the 
head as a reward for his energy . 
General Bishop’s Trucks 
An example is the case of Ma­ 
jor General Harry Bishop, for­ 
mer chief of 
Field 
Artillery . 
During the Hoover administration 
he tried to work out a sy stem 
of motorization not unlike the 
blitzkrieg methods which have 
put Germany at 
the 
Channel 
ports in eleven days. 
General Bishop eliminated the 
slow-moving horse by mounting 
French “75” field guns on rub­ 
ber-tired wheels and then hitch­ 
ed them behind 
motor 
trucks. 
The trucks carried the ammuni­ 
tion, ordinarily hauled 
in 
the 
limber, and the whole process 
eliminated six horses, two men 
and about $50 of expense per gun 
per day. 
With the same speed that Ger­ 
many moved toward the Channel 
ports, General Bishop sent his 
motorized gun from the Holabird 
Ordnance depot in Baltimore to 
Fort Bragg, N. C., in 13 hours 
at a cost of $100 per gun. Horses 
would have taken 20 day s to 
make the same trip and would 
have cost $2000 per gun. 
General Bishop 
was 
abreast 
or even ahead of the Nazi tech­ 
nique which the U. S. Army now 
is try ing so frantically to emu­ 
late. 
But what was his reward? 
After the trucks were bought and 
paid for, the Controller General, 
John H. McCarl, ruled that they 
were 
illegally 
purchased 
and 
would have to be paid for by 
General Bishop and the officers 
of the Field Artillery . 
McCarl claimed that Chevrolet 
had made a lower bid on the 
trucks than Ford, whose trucks 
were used. 
General Bishop re­ 


plied that Chevrolet 
had 
not 
come up to the Army ’s specifi­ 
cations, but 
McCarl 
remained 
adamant and the dispute dragged 
on for several y ears. 
McCarl 
was 
the 
Controller 
General whom Republicans hailed 
as the great check-rein upon New 
Deal spending, and with whom 
Roosevelt 
constantly 
quarreled 
because of unreasonable red tape 
But whatever his politics, Mr. 
McCarl was no help to a modern 
army . 
Naturally other army officers 
witnessed General Bishop’s dif­ 
ficulties and were not encouraged 
to go in for modernization. 
Germans Build For Speed 
So the U. S. Army continues 
to use the French 75 millimeter 
field gun. 
It is light and 
can 
be drawn 
by horses. But 
the 
Germans, forgetting about horses, 
have developed an 105-millimeter 
gun which shoots farther than 
the 75. 
Mounted on motors, it 
runs circles around the horse 
drawn French artillery . 
In fact, every thing in 
the 
German army is built for speed. 
That is the secret of Nazi vic­ 
tories. 
Officers are picked be­ 
cause of their ability to pro­ 
duce speed, many of them from 
the Air Corps. 
Goering, head of 
the army , was a 
World 
W ar 
aviator, later head of the air 
corps. 
General 
Von 
Falken- 
horst, commander of the Nazi 
troops in Norway , is an aviator 
In Norway he commanded not 
only the aviation, but the Ger­ 
man Army and Navy . 
In the U. S. Army this is un 
heard of. 
For y ears the Air 
Corps was the step-child of the 
Army . Its officers were not con­ 
sidered fit to command troops 


Carrozz#, more 
or less* Ameri­ 
canized labor racketeer and gun­ 
man from Italy , has been having 
difficulties with the city admin­ 
istration of Chicago and with the 
United States government. Inas­ 
much as the city administration 
is a partner of the 
criminal 
underworld and notoriously cor­ 
rupt, Carrozzo’s problem on that 
front is not serious, involving at 
worst a little loss and some in­ 
opportune publicity . 
The Federal government, how­ 
ever, has been investigating his 
income, which is vast and, in line 
with Thurm an Arnold’s antitrust 
prosecutions against 
union rac­ 
keteers, has been delving into an 
arrangement, 
or 
coincidence, 
whereby premixed concrete has 
been barred from use in public 
paving jobs in Chicago to the 
taxpay ers’ great loss and to the

terested in the manufacture and 
sale of other paving materials. 
Exasperated by the failure of 
a strike of paving workers which 
he ordered several weeks ago and 
presently called off, Carrozzo re­ 
cently emerged from an unsatis­ 
factory conference with the Com­ 
missioner of Public Works with 
the exclamation that what this 
country needed was a Hitler or a 
Mussolini. 
Has Traits Like Bioff’s 
It would flatter Carrozzo to 
describe him as a parachutist or 
transmission belt of the Fascists 
who are using pressure on Ameri­ 
cans of Italian birth or descent, 
for he is a common Chicago un- 
ioneer of the strong-arm ty pe, 
like George Browne, the presi­ 
dent of the stagehands and movie- 
employ ees’ racket, and has traits 
in common with Willie Bioff and 
George Scalise. 
As a dictator he would admire 
the methods of the Fuehrer and 
the Duce, which are not dissim­ 
ilar from his own, but his in­ 
dorsement of these rulers points 
up a problem of labor relations 
now that the nation is entering 
a period of emergency . 
In 
these 
circumstances 
the 
American Federation of 
Labor 
and the C.I.O. will have to de­ 
cide whether they are content to 
be represented by the Mike Car- 
rozzos and to take the responsi­ 
bility for their actions. The A.F.L. 
has expressed its opposition to 
Communism and Josef Stalin, but 
Carrozzo’s indorsement of Hitler 
and Mussolini is new and by no 
means frivolous business. 
Owns Country Estate 
Carrozzo has grown rich 
as 
boss of almost all 
the 
cement 
and paving workers and common 
laborers in Chicago and is the 
owner of a 9 00-acre farm and 
much thoroughbred stock and an 
expensive country estate. He fre­ 
quents the luxury coast 
of the 
Miamis in winter, when the crim­ 
inal scum of the union rackets 
and the underworld is there, and 
is influential, if not exactly re­ 
spected, in the higher councils of 
the American Federation of La­ 
bor. 
Mike’s career goes back to the 
old 22nd St. vice district of Chi­ 
cago, where he was an associate 
of the late Jim 
Colisimo, 
the 
Italian blackhander, who intro­ 
duced efficiency and chain-store 
methods 
into the brothel busi­ 
ness and imported 
Al 
Capone 
from New York. Carrozzo was 
indicted for murder in his early 
day s as a labor racketeer, but the 
State somehow, after long delay, 
was unable to 
present 
certain 
witnesses, and Carrozzo was not 
tried, or even arraigned. 
Big Tim Murphy , 
Carrozzo’s 
friend and his codefendant in the 
murder case, had organized the 


gas-house workers, street sweep- 
ers and common laborers, 
and 
Enright, a famous gunman at the 
time, tried to muscle in. 
Goes On To Greatness 
It was Murphy who put Car­ 
rozzo into the union racket, and 
Carrozzo went on to greatness 
while Murphy went to prison for 
a mail robbery and later to his 
grave, the victim of a gang as­ 
sassination. 
Once Carrozzo was 
arrested 
for carry ing a gun and after some 
delay presented a game warden’s 
credentials to justify his posses­ 
sion of the gun, and explained 
that he was about to enter a 
restaurant to measure some fish 
for size, in discharge of his offi­ 
cial duties. Adding insult to in­ 
jury , he presented 
pay 
checks 
for this duty from 
the 
State 
Treasury . 
The unions of which Carrozzo 
is boss are locals of the common 
laborers’ union of the A.F.L., one 
of the worst unions in the coun­ 
try , composed largely of ignorant 
Italian immigrants who are easy 
victims of the Mafia and Padrone 
ty pe of terrorism and extortion. 
The union is my sterious and se­ 
cretive and under the A.F.L.’s 
practice of autonomy , the rank 
and file members are shut off 
from assistance from the national 
federation and left at the mercy 
of local racketeers. 
Perm it Sy stem Used 
The perm it sy stem is comon- 
ly used, whereby men in the low­ 
est scale of labor are required 
to pay a tribute to the racket 
for the right to work a few day s, 
but do not become union mem­ 
bers, and thus do not obtain even 
a theoretical right to vote. 
Carrozzo entered 
the 
United | 
States in 19 09 , made and' w ith­ 
drew, for reasons best known to 
himself, two applications for nat­ 
uralization and finally , only three 
y ears ago, obtained citizenship in 
the country many of whose na­ 
tive and naturalized workmen he 
had bossed as union dictator for 
many y ears. 
Carrozzo’s preference for the 
ty pe of government represented 
by Hitler and Mussolini, notwith­ 
standing his belated naturaliza­ 
tion, is verified by witnesses.
